DEATH OF 8PEAKER KERR. 


The death of this pure and noble 
mun came gradually and peacefully, 
finding him fully prepared for the great 
change, and anxious only for his fami- 
ly, whom he leaves in honorable pov. 
erty. He bore his pain bravely, and 
died as he bad lived, a christian man. 
The country has lost a man of clear 
head, manly character and sound judg- 
ment. He died in the prime of life, 
just when rare opportunities for dis- 
tinction and usefulness were opening 
before him. 

He was born in Crawford county, 
Pennsylvania, in 1827, where he re- 
ceived an academic education that he 
paid for by teaching school. Remov- 
ing to Kentucky, he began the study 
Of law. From Kentucky he removed 
to New Albany, Indiana, which was 
ever after his home and in which he 


followed his profession interrupted- 


only by public duties. 

He was elected in 1856 to the legisla- 
ture, where he greatly enhanced his 
reputation and popularity. He after- 
wards served as city attorney, and 
as prosecuting attorney of his county. 
In 1862 he was chosen reporter of the 
supreme court of Indiana, and edited 
with great ability and cleurvess five 
volumes of the reports of that body. In 
1864 he was chosen to the thirty-ninth 
congress, and was re-elected in 1866, 
1868, 1870 and 1874. His reputation in 
congress constantly grew. Being an 
impresssve Speaker, aud at all times 
fortified with facts, he commanded the 
attention of ‘the house whenever he 
spoke. He was ever an honest, 
upright consistent democrat, 
firm in bis principles] with- 
out partizauship; and when the 
democracy gained control of the 
house, he was the clear choice from the 
outset for speaker. He died while 
filling the second office in the republic 
—an office that he had, although in 

palth, administered with rare 

d unusual fiairness.

This is not a pleas- 
ant fact; it is not a fact that will sound 
wellabroad, but it is a fact neverthe- 
less, and our people should feel the 
full force of its teachings. 

Nothing could be surer or more nat- 
ural than the result we have reached. 
We have built without forethought 
in the teeth of forehadowed events. 
Who so ignorant as not to know that 
Georgia is steadily but surely produc- 
ing each year more and moreof the 
corn, hay,bacon,and even flour that she 
needs, and that the low price of cotton 
will not let this blessed revolution go 
backwards? Atlanta has been a great 
distributing center for western prod- 
&lucts, but our farmers are wiser than 
they were, and richer too, we are glad 
to say; and our producetrade is de- 
clining and must continue 
to do 80. Vacant stores 
are the result. And yet we keep on 
building fine storehouses—staqrehouses 
that are a credit to us architecturally, 
but a discredit to our reputation for 
shrewdness and business capacity. 

The stores, however, are built, and 
cannot well be pulled down. What 
shall we do to fill them? The remedy 
is very plain. There is no missing it, 
if we once open our eyes to the rez! sit- 
uation. We must do just as we have 
been advising our farmers t »do—diver- 
sify our pursuits. No city can prosper 
upon trade alone, no more than one 
ol our farmers can prosper by raising 
allcotton. We must put a good 
half of our capital, not into 
trade or trade buildings, but inte man- 
ufactories. We must doit or submit 
to the operations of a law that will not 
let Atlanta be an exception to its uni- 
versality. It we had put the million 
of dollars into mills instead of store- 
houses, we might now have had, for 
example, three more cotton factories, 
each aslarge as the one now in the 
course of completion. These would 
have given employment to fully fifteen 
hundred people, the average earnings 
of whom would have been seventy-five 
cents a day, or $450a week, or $351,000 
a year. If we had done this, there 
would not be to-day an empty store or 
dwelling in the city, 

It is never too late to mend, espec- 
ially if experience is behind to guide 
us, We must quit trading to a certain 
extent, and mass our resources in 
manufacturing enterprises. We have 
a wide choice, and ample home mar- 
kets. Take manufactures in wood for 
instance. We bave none, and yet we 
have the best of timber for buckets, 


‘kegs, wooden ware, coarse or fine wag- 


ons, agricultural implements, etc. Start 
such factories and put into them the 
“push” that the Eagle and Phenix or 
any other prosperous factory, north or 
south, possesses, and they would 
prove perpetual gold mines, 
both to their owners and to the 
city in general. And so with a hun- 
dred other branches of mannufac- 
turing industry. Let us encourage them 
with our money, voice and votes. Man- 
ufacturers are to be the coming men of 
the city, her princes, ‘her nons:and her 
popular favorites. Trade must no long- 
er be our king, for the hour of the mills 
has come. Capital must be consolida- 
ted, So that co-operation may lead us all 
to heights of prosperity that we have 
scarsely dreamed of.
